Ten employes and former em-} 
ployes of the St. Louis Ordnance 
Plant were indicted today by the 
Federal grand jury on charges of 


conspiracy to defraud the Govern- | 


ment, 
shipping to the War Department 
of small-arms ammunition which 


had not been inspected as required | 


in the Government's contract with | 
the United States Cartridge Co. 
Four indictments were reported 


to District Judge George H. Moore. 
Some of the 10 defendants were 
named in more than one indict- 
ment. Punishment in the event 
of conviction, on each indictment, 
is imprisonment up to two years 
and fine up to $10,000. 

The 10 men are also indicted on 
the charge of defrauding the Gov- | 
ernment, for which the possible | 
punishment is 10 years in prison | 
and $10,000 fine; and eight 
them are indicted on charges of 
sabotage, with possible punish- 
ment of 30 years’ imprisonment. 
and $10,000 fine. 

Some of the improperly inspected 
cartridges, submitted to War De- 
partment agents, were accepted 
and packed for shipment to troops, 
the indictments set out, 

The indictments charged that 
Fowler, Cromwell, Graef and Beck- 
er, in the period from about June 
1, 1942 to about Nov. 1, 1942, caused 
a switch in cards designating am- 
munition grades, with the result 
that Grade B ammunition was sub- 
mitted to War Department agents 
as Grade A ammunition.

It was explained that Grade A 
ammunition is ammunition of such 
superior quality it is suitable for 
use in weapons installed in air- 
craft wheer gunners have no time 
to correct gun stoppages caused 
by defective ammunition. Grade 
BR ammunition is ammunition |" 
which, while it fails to measure up 
to Grade A standards, yet meets) 
minimum prescribed 
and is suitable for use in weapons

The four defendants, it was 
charged, switched cards on am- 
munition that had been reworked, 
#6 that, instead of this ammunition 
being submitted to War Depart- 
ment agents as Grade B, it was 
submitted to the agents as Grade 
A cartridges. 

Following the return of the in- 
dictments, United States Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton filed a civil suit 
against the United States Cartridge 
Co., which operates the ordnance 
plant, asking for judgment of $2000 
for each unlawful act shown to 
have been committed, and double 
the damage sustained by the Gov- 
ernment: the amount of damage, 
he stated, was unknown to the 
Government.

$159,429,000 CITY-COUNTY 
QUOTA IN FOURTH WAR DRIVE 


Campaign ‘to Open Jan. 18 and Continue 
Through Feb. 15—National Goal Is 
14 Billion Dollars. 


A quota of $159,429,000 was an- 
nounced today for St. Louis and St. 
|Louis County in the Fourth War 
Loan campaign, to begin Jan. 18, 
and to end Feb. 15. This is part of 
a national quota of 14 billion 
dollars. 

In the Third War Loan drive, 
in September, the St. Louis city 
and county quota, exceeded by 15 
per cent, was $180,675,000; the sales 
were $207,702,609. The national 
quota was 15 billions. 

Walter W. Head, chairman of 
the State War Finance Commit- 
tee, in announcing the figures tor 
the coming bond drive today, said 
that, under a new Treasury De- 
partment regulation, every busi- 


ness and corporation would be as- 
signed its own quota, based on size 
of weekly payroll and number of 
employes. 

In the Third campaign, individu- 
al subscriptions were 53 million 
dollars here, or 29 per cent of the 
city-county quota; in the Fourth 
campaign, the individual quota will 
be more than 36 per cent of. the 
total, or $58,156,700. 

In the coming campaign, the cor- 
poration quota here will be $101, 
272,300. The individual quota will 
be divided between different 
classes of bonds as follows: Series 
E, sold at 75 per cent of their face, 
$28,258,200; Series F and G, $8,828,- 
800; and other Government securi- 
ties, $21,069,700.

Mr. Jackson was a  0onative of 
Audrain County, and attended 
school in Mexico, the county seat, 
until his father’s death caused him 
to leave school at the age of 17. 
As Mexico was a _ horse-breeding 
center, he became connected with 
horse show publicity throughout 
the Middle West, and for several 
years was traveling representative 
of the Horse Show Monthly, pub- 
lished in Kansas City. 

Later he worked on the Mexico 
daily papers, and was employed at 
State Democratic Headquarters in 
St. Louis under Secretary of State 
Sam B. Cook, then State chair- 
man and Mexico publisher. He 
was elected Assessor of Audrain 
County in 1904, and in 1910 he ac- 
quired Cook’s former paper, the 
Mexico Intelligencer. 

As one of the most active sup- 
porters of Speaker Champ Clark 
for the 1912 presidential nomina- 
tion, he attended the Baltimore 
convention as a delegate. In 1914, 
on Clark’s recommendation, he 
was appointed postmaster of Mex- 
ico, and served until 1923.

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EGAN MUST SERVE 
TWO - YEAR TERM: 
PROBATION DENIED 


Ex - President of Union 
Electric Co. Sought 
Clemency on Ground 


' He Was Ill. 


The application for probation of 
Louis H. Egan, convicted former 
president of the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri, was denied today 
by United States District Judge 


George H. Moore and Egan will 
have to serve his two-year’ sen- 
tence. 

Egan had applied for probation 
on the grounds of ill health. The 
mandate of the United States 
Court of Appeals, which affirmed 
his conviction for conspiracy to 
violate the corrupt practices sec- 
tion of the Holding Company Act, 
requires Egan to surrender Dec. 29. 

Judge Moore filed a memoran- 
dum today which stated, without 
comment, that Egan’s application 
for probation had been denied, The 
Attorney Genera] arready has des- 
ignated the penitentiary in which 
he will serve his sentence—the 
Federal Prison at Terre Haute, 
Ind. 

The company, convicted with 
Egan in February, 1942, last week 
paid a fine of $80,000 which was im- 
posed by Judge Moore. The com- 
pany was convicted on all eight 
counts of an indictment charging 
violations of the act by secret con- 
tributions from a $600,000 slush 
fund to candidates and office 
holders. 

Egan, convicted on one count, 
was required to pay a $10,000 fine 
in addition to his penitentiary sen- 
tence. Following affirmation by 
the Court of Appeals, the Supreme 
Court refused to review the case, 
thus ending the appeal process. 

In seeking probation for Egan, 
who is 62 years old, attorneys stat- 
ed he was suffering from high 
blood pressure, and from an ad- 
vanced stage of cerebral and gen- 
eral arterio-sclerosis; that he has 
suffered three strokes of apoplexy 
in the last three years and that 
confinement in prison would con- 
stitute a grave danger to his life.

LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP).—Russia 
is hailed as a “republic of the free” 
in a new Soviet national anthem 
which has replaced the famous 
“Internationale,” a Moscow broad- 
cast said last night. 

The “Internationale” was aban- 
doned by order of the Council of 
People’s Commissars, the broad- 
cast said, because it “does not re- 
flect the basic changes that have 
taken place in our country as a 
result of the victories of the Soviet 
system.” The old anthem begins: 
“Arise, ye prisoners of starvation, 
arise ye wretched of the earth,” 
‘and concludes with “the interna- 
tioinal Soviet will free the human 
race.” 

The new song, music by Compos- 
er A. V, Alexandrov and words by 
Sergei Mikhalkovy and E. L. Gisten, 
praises the victorious growth of 
the Soviet Union. The Soviet moni- 
tor here recorded the English 
translation as follows:

He also hoped that 
the larger view would prevail and 
that the plan would not be held 
up for picayunish reasons. 

The executive committees of the 
carriers and the railroad brother- 
hoods, he understood, were meet- 
ing at a local hotel and he expect- 
ed them to confer with him this 
afternoon for a third time. He 
said that he had arranged to be 
free from 2 o'clock on. (The White 
House conference lasted half an 
hour and there was no official anh- 
nouncement, Indications were that 
another would be held tomorrow.)

IN SNOWSTORM 


Canadians Along Adriatic 
Break Into Port From 
Two Sides, Engage Ger- 
mans in. Street. Fight- 
ing. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AL- 
GIERS, Dec. 21 (AP).—Attacking 
after a heavy artillery bombard- 
ment had cut a path through 
mined approaches, Canadian troops 
of the Eighth Army have fought 
their way from two sides into the 
outskirts of the small Adriatic 
port of Ortona and are engaged 
in street fighting with the Ger- 
mans, reports from the front said 
tonight. 


The Canadians had been hela 
up for two weeks before Ortona, 
which is the coastal anchor of 
the present German defense line 
in Eastern Italy. 

William Stewart, Canadian Press 
correspondent at the front re- 
ported: 

“The Canadians established 
themselves in the southern side of 
the town before dark (yesterday) 
and brought up supporting ‘weap- 
ons. The enemy attempted one 
counterattack, but it was turned 
back.” 

American Advance. 

On the Fifth Army front, Ameri- 
can troops drove forward two and 
a half miles in a snowstorm west 
of Filignano and captured 2600- 
foot Mount Spinnuccio. 

Only patrol activity was report- 
ed on the remainder of the Fifth 
Army front. 

An Allied military commentator 
just back from the front said 
there was evidence that the Ger- 
mans were running short of ar- 
tillery ammunition in the fact that 
key supply roads within and be- 
hind Allied lines scarcely had been 
touched by German fire. 

“The Germans entrenched on the 
hills can see our men and supplies 
coming up and you would think 
they would lay an artillery cur- 
tain on the roads to cut it off,” 
he said. “The only explanation 
seems to be that they are run- 
ning short of shells.” 

Air operations yesterday includ- 
ed attacks by American heavy 
bombers on Sofia railway yards 
and an airfield near Athens and 
fighter-bomber raids on rail and, 
motor targets in the Rome area. 
In all operations 31 German planes 
were shot down while 11 Allied 
planes failed to return. 

Another announcement said that 
American motor torpedo boats had 
teamed up with British craft to 
fight a vigorous night action Dec. 
18 off the island of Elba with two 
Nazi destroyers. 

The naval communique said the 
enemy destroyers fled with the 
torpedo boats in pursuit and later 
the enemy ships were engaged by 
another force, which included both 
American and British light coastal 
ships, — 

“Both actions were brisk and en- 
emy opposition was considerable,” 
said the communique.” Though no 
results could be seen in the smoke 
and darkness, it is probable that 
torpedo hits were ohtained on one 
of the enemy destroyers.” 

On the same night, British light 
units sank an E boat, a Siebel 
ferry, an escort vessel and two mo- 
tor craft in the Eastern Adriatic. 


GEN. EISENHOWER 
PRAYED IN SHRINE ON 
BETHLEHEM VISIT 


CAIRO, Dec. 19 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Among the first soldiers to pray 
in Bethlehem during the Christ- 
Mas month was Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, who said immediately 
after he arrived in Jersusalem 
from the Teheran conference: 

“My main desire is to go to 
Bethlehem.” 

The Allied commander visited all 
the holy sites in the town, and 
prayed in the Grotto of the Na- 
tivity. 

He was welcomed to Bethlehem 
by Franciscan Brother Camillus 
LisRa of Texas, where the General 
was born, and was shown about 
the Holy Sepulchre of Jerusalem 
by Franciscan Brother Franciscus 
Kreutzer of Kansas, now the Gen- 
eral’s home state.

Boisson, Two Others Also 
Arrested by Algiers 
French After Inquiry 
Into Vichyite Acts. 


ALGIERS, Dec. 21 (AP).—Five 
Frenchmen formerly high in their 
nation’s political life, including 
Former Premier’ Pierre-Etienne 
Fiandin, paced cells in Algiers’ 
military prison today, charged by 
the French National Committee 
with treason, 


Justice Commissioner Francois 
de Menthon, who acted at the di- 
rection of the committee following 
an investigation of the five cases, 
said the arrests of the five—Flan- 
din;'. Marcel Peyrouton, former 
Vichy Interior Minister; Pierre 
Tixier-Vignancourt, former Vichy 
Secretary-General of Information; 
former Governor General Pierre 
Boisson of French West Africa, 
and former French Deputy Andre 
Albert—began two days ago and 
were completed this morning. 

The commissioner declined to 
divulge details of the charges 
against them except that they were 
accused of crimes against the 
French nation. 

Filandin had been under surveil- 

lance pending investigation by a 
commission of suspected collabora- 
tion with Vichy. Boisson was im- 
prisoned some days ago and Pey- 
routon was transferred from his 
guarded home in southern Algeria 
to prison Dec. 20. 
. The charges against Peyrouton 
concern hig action while Interior 
Minister when he allegedly sup- 
pressed underground pro-Ally and 
pro-De Gaulle organizations. 

The charges against Boisson 
mainly concern his refusal in Sep- 
tember, 1940, to turn Dakar over 
to a British-De Gaullist expedi- 
tionary force, which precipitated 
a short sharp battle between shore 
batteries and a naval squadron. 

Subsequently, it was alleged, 
Boisson directed the suppression 
of pro-Ally and pro-De Gaulle 
groups in West Africa. The Com- 
munist weekly, Liberte, declared 
Boisson was responsible for con- 
demning 115 persons to death and 
imprisoning 414 others. 

Warrants were issued by the 
Justice Commissariat on recom- 
mendations from the purge com- 
mission which investigated the 
dossiers against Peyrouton, Bois- 
son and Filandin earlier this month. 

Peyrouton was envoy to Buenos 
Aires before coming to North 
Africa prior to the formation of 
the National Committee to become 
Governor-General of Algeria under 
Gen. Henri Giraud. 

Flandin, prewar Premier of 
France, was in North Africa at the 
time of the Allied landings. 

Pierre Tixier-Vignancourt for- 
merly was Secretary-General for 
Information in the Vichy govern- 
ment. 

Andre Albert, Radical deputy in 
the prewar French Parliament, re- 
cently arrived in North Africa

Push in North Apparent- 
ly Diverting . German 
Forces From Bulge 


West of Kiev. 


LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP).— The 
Russian Baltic Army, steadily ex- 
panding its breach in the heavily- 
fortified German line, has driven 
down the east side of the Nevel- 
Vitebsk, railway to within 20 miles 
of Vitébsk, Reuters news agency 
reported today from Moscow. 

This represented an advance of 
some 15 miles for Gen. Ivan C. 
Bagramian’'s forces from their last 
reported position. His troops 
stand barely 50 miles from the old 
Polish and Latvian frontiers. 

The nearest approach to Vitebsk 
is the station of Gorodok, 20 miles 
north on the railway from Nevel. 
Vitebsk is the junction of the line 
from Nevel, which continues south 
to Zhlobin, Korosten and Zhitomir, 
and a railway running from Mos- 
cow to Riga, 

The German communique said 
Soviet pressure was increasing in 
the Vitebsk area and that “north- 
west of Nevel, the Russians 
launched unsuccessful attacks.” 


Fighting in Dnieper Bend. 

In the Dnieper Bend area, the 
Germans said the Red Army forces 
had broken through southeast of 
Kirovograd but had been dispersed 
or wiped out. Two days of Rus- 
sian attempts to break through on 
the Nikopol bridgehead on the 
lower Dnieper and southwest of 
Dnieperopetrovsk were said by 
Berlin to have failed. 

A Soviet communique said the 
Germans lost 1200 men killed and 
59 tanks destroyed in futile coun- 
terattacks southeast of Kirovograd 
yesterday.

Blast Military Targets 
in France.

LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP). — Hune 
dreds of Royal Air Force bombers 
gave Frankfurt its most crushing 
blow of the war last night, rain- 
ing 2000 long tons (2240 Amert- 
can tons) of incendiaries and ex- 
plosives on the German chemical 
and armament center. 
In this and subsidiary attacks 
the R.A.F. lost 42 bombers. 
The great air offensive against 


Germany reached a new intensity 
with these additional attacks dur- 
ing the last 24 hours: 


1. R.A.F. subsidiary formations 
attacked Mannheim - Ludwig- 
shafen, Mosquitoes stabbed at 
Western Germany and Belgium 
and mines were laid in enemy 
waters, 


2. Large formations of Amer- 
ican Liberators and Fortresses 
in daylight struck heavily yes- 
terday at the German U-boat 
campaign by bombing Bremen. 

3. American bombers based in 
the Mediterranean area blasted 
the rail yards of Sofia, capital of 
Bulgaria yesterday for the fifth 
time in recent weeks, and also 
attacked Elevsis airfield near 
Athens. 


4. American Marauders and 
British medium bombers at- 
tacked military targets in North 
France yesterday and the Ma- 
rauders were back at the job 
today, escorted by fighters, 


Allied Pianes Losses. 


The Allies lost 92 planes in the 
24 hours’ operations. This includes 
25 American heavy bombers and 
eight fighters over Bremen, 42 
bombers in the R.A.F. attacks 
including an unspecified number 
of heavies, 11 in the Italian-Bal- 
kan area and six fighters over 
Northern France. 

While no exact figures could be 
given for German plane losses in 
the same period, they must have 
approached or exceeded those of 
the Allies. The Americans shot 
down 40 German fighters over 
Bremen, Allied airmen in Italy and 
the Balkans accounted for 31 while 
fighters escorting medium bombers 
over France bagged another eight 


Gen. Bagramian’s success in 
Northern Russia, threatening to 
disrupt the entire Nazi defense 
system south of Leningrad, had 
immediate repercussions on other 
sectors of the long eastern front. 
Dispatches indicated that huge re- 
inforcements the Germans are 
throwing into the Nevel battle 
were possibly being drawn from 
the Zhitomir-Korosten front west 
of Kiev, if not farther south, 

Troops of the First Ukraine 
Army, which stopped German 
Marshal Fritz von Mannstein’s 
powerful tank drive in the Kiev 
bulge last week, were back in the 
Korosten sector yesterday, front 
dispatches said, and had repulsed 
a series of sharp enemy assaults.

Huge Fires In Frankfurt. 

Last night’s R. A. F. attack 
Placed Frankfurt in the category 
with Berlin, Cologne, Hamburg 
and Kassel as Germany's most 
bombed cities. It was carried out 
in near top strength by a force 
which possibly numbered 800 or 
more heavy bombers. 

Huge fires were left burning in 
the city of more than a half mil- 
lion which already had been s6 
badly devastated in 41 raids that 
a large proportion of the populace 
had been forced to leave.

ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS, New Guinea, Dec. 21 


(AP) —The American Sixth Army, 
expanding its New Britain beach- 
head, has taken the Arawe air 
strip, six miles east of the original 
Arawe landing place. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique today said the Arawe field 
was secured Sunday. The field, lit- 
tle more than an emergency land- 
ing strip in its best days and long 
considered unserviceable to the 
enemy because of Allied air ac- 
tivity, is a potentiai site for fur- 
ther Allied air attacks on impor- 
tant Japanese points on the island. 

A headquarters spokesman said 
the situation at Arawe was gen- 
erally unchanged on the basis of 
reports up to Monday. Capture of 
the field represented a solid three- 
mile gain. 

Across Vitiaz Strait on New 
Guinea, Australians extended their 
grip northward on the Huon Pe- 
minsula by driving the enemy 
across the Masawang River, 15 
miles north of Finschhafen. 
414-Ton Rald on Cape Gloucester. 

Scores of heavy and medium 
Allied bombers again hammered 
Cape Gloucester, on the western 
end of New Britain, dropping 414 
tons of bombs Sunday on enemy 
airdrome, supply and  bivouac 
areas. Damage was described as 
“widespread.” 

The tonnage, a record for any 
one day in this war theater, 
brought to 1600 tons the total de- 
livered at Cape Gloucester since 
Dec. 1. 

Gasmata, on the south-central 
coast of New Britain, was blasted 
by Australian-manned dive bomb- 
ers and fighters who centered their 
attention on the supply dumps and 
airdrome there. 

Japanese barge routes were 
swept by Allied planes and patrol- 
ling P-T boats which took a toll 
of 25 barges. 

On Bougainville, in the Solomons, 
a five-day jungle engagement at 
the upper end of the American 
beachhead on Empress Augusta 
Bay ended Saturday with the 
Americans occupying a high ridge 
overlooking Torokina valley. 

Dive bombers attacked the area 
heavily, then short-range mortars 
pounded the Japanese position. 

On the lower end of the beach- 
head light naval units moved in 
near the Jaba River area and bom- 
barded the Japanese with mortars,

MALOELOP, MILI IN 
MARSHALLS RAIDED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Raiding Japanese positions in the 
Marshall Islands, Army heavy 
bombers probably shot down seven 
enemy fighter planes of an inter- 


cepting flight that attacked them, 


over Maloelap atoll. 

The action was announced in a 
communique issued by Adm. Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, commander-in-chief 
of the Pacific Fleet, and released 
in Washington. 

Five other enemy planes were 
damaged. Two American planes 
were damaged and three Ameri- 
cans were wounded. 

Mili, southernmost major Japa- 
nese base in the Marshalls group, 
was hit on both Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

Two American big bombers were 
lost in attacking Mili Saturday. 
Raiders on Sundap pounded the 
base with 30 tons of bombs, shot 
down two enemy planes and de- 
etroyed nine on the ground. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox told 
a press conference today that the 
Japanese apparently are fleeing 
from the southern part of Bougain- 
ville Island in the Northern Solo- 
mons, in an effort to concentrate 
their forces farther north on that 
island. 

He added that it “seems the 
very obvious thing” for the enemy 
to attempt to combine all of his 
forces on Bougainville where the 
task of cleaning up opposition has 
been turned over by the Marines 
to Army forces under Maj. Gen. 
Oscar Griswold. 

None of the enemy’s once strong 
air fields on Bougainville is usable 
now, Knox said. They are being 
kept out of action by constant 
United States bombing. 

The evacuation of the southern 
part of the island is under way 
not only by land but by barges 
operating along the coast to carry 
troops to the north. The barges 
have been subject to heavy attack.

2 NAZIS DOWNED OVER BRITAIN

American Fortresses and Libera- 
tors had a big day yesterday in 
stabbing a body blow at the Nazi 
U-boat effort by loosing a cargo 
of high explosives and incendiaries 
on Bremen in Northwest Germany. 
The bombers were escorted by 
swarms of fighters. 

Airmen returning from Bremen 
said the port was littered with 
both explosives and fire bombs, 
One entire squadron carried only 
incendiaries. 

During the night the German air 
force again tried to retaliate. A 
few bombers were over various 
sections of England, giving Lon- 
don a half-hour alert. It was an- 
nounced they had dropped bombs 
in southeastern regions, causing 
some damage and a number of 
casualties. 

While Britain-based air forces 
were giving the Germans one of 
their most-punishing 24 hours of 
the war, the Mediterranean-based 
Fifteenth United States Air Force 
sent its heavy bombers out in 
strength yesterday for the second 
straight day. 

The Fortresses and Liberators 
with P-38 escorts fought their way 
through strong German fighter op- 
position and obtained “excellent 
coverage” of the railroad yards at 
Sofia and the Athens airfield. 

Yesterday's attack on Northern 
France by American Marauders 
was the 100th mission by these 
medium bombers since they began 
operations from England less than 
five months ago. , 

Once considered too “hot” for 
combat use from wartime airfields 
because of their high landing 
speed, the B-26 Martin planes have 
compiled an amazingly low loss 
percentage in 7000 sorties from 
England. Only 21 planes have 
been lost in these operations—only 
three-tenths of one per cent,

TWO WHO PLOTTED T0 DEFRAUD 
U.S. ON CONTRACTS SENTENCED 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Dec, 21 
(AP). — United States District 
Judge John Caskie Collet today 
sentenced Dahne W. Winebrenner, 
Galloway (O.) salesman, and Cor- 
nelius G. Loose, suspended civilian 
employe at Wright Field, each to 
two years in prison on conviction 
of conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment in war contracts involv- 
ing about 17 million dollars. Fines 
of $10,000 against each also were 
assessed. 

The Government charged it was 
defrauded of approximately a mil- 
lion dollars by a conspiracy in 
which high prices were paid for 
goods brought through Winebren- 
ner with Loose’s approval.

SEED OF SCANDAL 
IN TAX BILL, SAYS 
TREASURY HEAD 


Morgenthau Objects to 
the Renegotiation Sec- 
tion of Senate Commit- 
tee Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 21. (AP).— 
Congress had from Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau today a 
warning that the Senate Finance 
Committee’s $2,100,000,000 tax bill 


as drawn contains provisions that 
“open the way to truly extortion- 
ate” war profits and “hold the seed 
of a national scandal.” 

The Treasury chieftain’s denun- 
ciation of the measure—particular- 
ly with relation to proposed 
changes in the War Contract Re- 
negotiation Act—was capped by 
an assertion that “the way the 
matter stands now I think the 
Treasury would be better off with 
no tax bill—but on that basis 
we'd be awfully badly off.” 

Morgenthau, holding one of his 
rare Monday press conferences, 
first read a prepared statement 
rapping the House approved bill 
as “extremely disappointing” from 
a revenue standpoint and “equally 
unfortunate” due to the recom- 
mended changes in the renégotia- 
tion law. 

Then, discussing the statement 
with special emphasis on renego- 
tiation, the Secretary said that 
“the smartest thing business can 
do is to leave it alone—unless 
business executives want to spend 
the rest of their lives on Capital 
Hill appearing before investigating 
committees.” 

Still Wants Ten Billion. 

Morgenthau added a hope that 
the holiday recess might lead Con- 
gress to reconsider “and give us a 
real revenue-producing bill.” The 
measure now is pending before the 
Senate. 

“I’m still sticking to $10,500,- 
000,000” as the goal for additional 
revenue, Morgenthau replied to a 
question. “It’s there, and they can 
get it.” 

On the liberalized renegotiation 
phases of the bill, the Secretary 
said: ; 

“They open the way to truly ex- 
tortionate profits. I predict that if 
they are enacted into law they will 
come back to plague, not only the 
Congress, but the war goods man- 
ufacturers who get temporary gain 
from them. 

“They hold the seed of a na- 
tional scandal. 

“I refer to provisions such as 
those eliminating from renegotia- 
tion the makers of so-called stand- 
ard articles and the retroactive ex- 
emption of sub-contractors whose 
goods do not enter into the final 
product. Other provisions of the 
bill would leave final settlements 


_| under renegotiation open for years 


to come.” 

Renegotiation has recovered 
more than five billion from war 
contracts. All those for more than 
$100,000 were subject to this law. 
The new version raises this mini- 
mum to $500,000. 

Security Tax Freezing. 

Morgenthau also criticised the 
Senate committee's action in vot- 
ing to freeze social security taxes 
at the present 1 per cent raté, in- 
stead of permitting the automatic 
doubling of the levy Jan. 1. As- 
serting this would mean reducing

Termination Bill Drafted. 

Enactment by the end of Febru- 
ary of an omnibus war contract

2. The exercise by Congress of 
a “full and constant check” to pre- 
vent overpayments.

MARINE TED LINK 
HIS OWN ‘FRONT 
LINE’ ON ISLAND 


Post-Dispatch Man in_ En- 
gineers Got Ahead of Mates 
on Bougainville. 


In his eagerness to get the first 
news stories and pictures of the 
invasion of Bougainville Island in 
the Solomons, Tech. Sgt. Theodore 
Cc. Link, Marine Corps combat cor- 
respondent and St, Louis Post- 
Dispatch reporter on leave, sud- 
denly found himself ahead of the 
front line the morning of the land- 
ing, a delayed Associated Press 
dispatch related today. 

Link and his camera man, Sgt. 
James Mundell, former photog- 
rapher for the Houston (Tex.) 
Post, landed with the assault 
troops last Nov. 1, took a few pic- 
tures on the beach and headed in- 
land. As Marines, they were 
equipped with rifles as well as 
note paper and camera. 

Passing a mortar station where 
PFC Paul R. Ellsworth, combat 
artist from DeKalb, Ill., already 
was working on a battle sketch, 
the two advanced until they got 
lost in the underbrush, Finally in- 
fantry came charging through the 
jungle and caught up with the two. 

“Where's the front line?” Link 
asked one of the riflemen, 

“We're supposed to be it,” the 
infantryman replied, “but I guess 
you and your friend with the cam- 
era have been a little ahead.” 

Link escaped injury on this oc- 
casion, but six days later was 
wounded by fragments of a bomb 
which fell 10 yards from press 
headquarters, killing an Australian 
war correspondent and injuring 
four other men, including Ells- 
worth, Link, 39 years old, enlisted 
in 1942. He is the son of Edwin C.

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COMMITTEE CALLS 
POLL TAX PENALTY 
ON POOR I SOUT 


Says Authority to Levy on 
‘Fundamental Right’ Is 
Power to Destroy Gov- 
ernment, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Poll tax laws of eight Southern 
states were condemned in a Ma- 
jority report of the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee today as prohibit- 
ing large numbers of citizens from 


coting “simply because they are 
poor.” 
“Since voting is one of the funda- 
mental government rights, the 
right to tax this fundamental priv- 
jlege by a state would be giving 
to the state the power to destroy 
the Federal Government,” said the 
report. 
The committee on Nov. 12 recom- 
mended passage of the bill, already 
approved by the House, to bar poll 
taxes as a prerequisite to voting 
in national elections. 

Minority Report. 
A minority report assailing the 
legislation was filed today along 
with the majority report. The 
minority report, signed by six 
members, described the poll tax 
measure as “legislative fiction” de- 
signed to circumvent the constitu- 
tional right of the states to fix 
voter qualifications.

Minority’s Argument. 
In the minority report Senators 
Connally (Dem.), Aexas, Austin 
(Rep.), Vermont, Hatch (Dem.), 
New Mexico, O’Mahonay (Dem.), 
Wyoming, Andrews (Dem.), Fior- 
ida and Revercomb (Rep.), West 
Virginia, argued that only a con- 
stitutional amendment could repeal 
the States’ authority to levy a 
poll tax. 
Citing that the constitution had 
to be revised to give women voting 
privileges, the minority report con- 
tinued:

PARTISANS DRIVETO VICINITY 


OF ZAGREB, GAIN ELSEWHERE 


‘Full Agreement’ Reached by Tito With U. S. 
and British Officers on Plans for 
Campaign in Yugoslavia. 


LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP).—Smash- 
ing new successes against the Ger- 
mans were reported by Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s Partisans today 


along with an announcement in 
Cairo that high United States and 
British staff officers had reached 
“full agreement” with Tito’s strate- 
gists on plans for a military cam- 
paign in Yugoslavia. 

A Partisan headquarters commu- 
nique asserted that the Yugoslavs 
had battered their way into the vi- 
cinity of Zagreb, Nazi-occupied 
capital of Croatia, 70 miles east of 
Ljubljana on the Trieste-Belgrade 
railway. One column of Tito’s 
forces entered the town of Kopinec, 
near the important Nazi-held base, 
on Dec. 15, while another column 
occupied the town of Vojnic, 35 
miles to the southwest, on the 
same day, the communique said. 

Tito’s forces were reported mop- 
ping up in the Croatian’ provinces 
of Banya and Kordun, where the 
Germans were said to have been 
put to flight after their sixth big 
offensive had ended in failure. 

Partisan thrusts also were still 
rolling forward in Sanjak, Bosnia 
and Slavonia, the communique 
said, 

(A German news agency issued 
a report that “armed bands” of 
the Allies attempted to make a 
landing on the Dalmatian coast 
near Split, a British broadcast 
heard in New York said _ today. 
The British radio emphasized there 
was no Allied confirmation of the 
report.) . 

London observers viewed the op- 
erations in Yugoslavia as a major 


battle. They said Tito’s army of 
about 250,000 was engaging nine 
German and three puppet divisions 
in the main fighting areas in addi- 
tion to containing three to four 
Nazi divisions in sporadic combats 
in the Istrian peninsula bordering 
Italy. 

The American-British agreement 
with Tito’sa officers on campaign 
plans was reached at a secret 
meeting in Alexandria. The Chet- 
nik forces of Gen, Draja Mihailo- 
vic, who are supported by King Pe- 
ter’s Government-in-exile, were not 
represented. Tito, it was added, 
now has a permanent staff in Cairo 
consulting with American and 
British headquarters. 

Budapest dispatches to Stock- 
holm said that a Russian military 
mission had arrived at Tito’s Yu- 
gosiav headquarters and had met 
with a British delegation to discuss 
Balkan strategy and to select pos- 
sible landing places for an inva- 
sion. 

A broadcast by Dr. Ivan Ribar, 
president of Tito’s anti-Fascist 
Council of National Liberation that 
“the treacherous Yugoslav Govern- 
ment-in-exile must be deprived of 
all rights” has checked efforts to 
achieve united action against the 
Germans, Cairo dispatches indicat- 
ed. 
Ribar demanded that his coun- 
cil be recognized by Britain, the 
United States and Russia as alone 
representing Yugoslavia, but Cairo 
believed this demand will draw lit- 
tle positive action, at least from 
London and Washington. Both 
have recognized Peter’s Govern- 
ment in past dealings,

Political Prisoners Freed 
by Decree — Falange 
Militia No Longer 


Needed, Spain Is Told.

MADRID, Dec. 21 (AP).—Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco has 
agreed that the powerful Falange 
militia no longer is necessary and 


at the same time has decreed the 
conditional release of all republi- 
cans imprisoned under the law 
of military rebellion and the free- 
ing of priests, soldiers and Falan- 
gists jailed for political purposes. 
The decree did not apply to politi- 
cal prisoners held on criminal 
grounds. 

The suggestion that the militia 
was not needed was made by Jose 
Luis Arrese, secretary general of 
the Falange, Spain's single politi- 
cal party, in a speech yesterday at 
the closing of a congress of. party 
leaders. Franco, who was present, 
assented, declaring that the “Fa- 
lange and the army were united 
forever” in the civil war.* This 
indicated that the strong body of 
armed men wil] either be dissolved 
or incorporated in the regular 
army. 

The prisoners’ decree, announced 
earlier in an apparent Christmas 
gesture toward unity, made their 
liberation conditional on reports 
of their good conduct, but it was 
learned that the greater part of the 
34,000 still said to be held exclu-

Federal Alcoho] Tax Agents from 
the St. Louis office were making 
an extended investigation of biack 
market activities in the wholesale 
liquor business today as a result 
of the arrests yesterday of six men, 
alleged members of a black market 
ring that had about 1300 cases of 
liquor in storehouses here and had 
made a profit of nearly $100,000 in 
the last three months in illegal 
liquor dealings. 

Frank W. Harpold, 
charge of the Aicohol Tax unit, 
said the six men were ar 
raigned today before United Sfates 
Commissioner John A. Burke and 
charged with conspiring to sell 
liquor wholesale without Federal 
licenses and conspiring to trans- 
port liquor to nearby “dry” states. 

In addition, three other persons, 
arrested today, also were arraigned 
and charged with the same viola- 
tions. Bonds for all of them were 
set at $1000 each, and Harpold said 
the cases would be presented to 
the grand jury soon after Christ-

$16 to $41 Above Ceiling. 


Members of the purported black 
market ring, Harpold said, pos- 
sessed retail liquor licenses and 
purchased liquor at wholesale from 
distilleries. They sold it at prices 
ranging from $41 to $75 a .case 
which is $16 to $41 above the 
Office of Price Administration ceil- 
ing price, he added. At least 5000 
cases have been sold since their 
operations started last September, 
he said. The 1300 cases were 
seized. 

The investigation of this phase 
of the operations, Harpold said, 
led agents to find that some dis- 
tributors had apparently been con- 
ducting “under-the-table” deals 
with the ring and with some 
retail dealers. Agents discovered, 
he asserted that distributors 
would limit certain of their cus- 
tomers to one or two cases of 
liquor, while granting as many as 
100 cases to others. 

“We are extending the inquiry,” 
he said, “to include the entire dis- 
trict around St. Louis, Distribu- 
tors, wholesale houses and retail 
liquor dealers will be questioned. 

J. Fred Koenig Arrested. 

Among those rounded up yester- 
day by agents, who struck simul- 
taneously in various parts of the 
city, where J. Fred Koenig, former 
supervisor of the office of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk for the Court of Crim- 
inal Causes and a Republican dele- 
gate to the: Missouri Constitution- 
al Convention, and Bennie Green- 
berg, operator of a tavern at 2106 
Olive street. Harpold designated 
,them as leaders of the group. 

Others who surrendered today 
were Albert Fein, a professional 
bondsman, who two weeks ago 
signed bonds for those arrested in 
connection with the slot machine 
investigation; Mrs. Catherine 
Blackmore, wife of a truck driver 
arrested in the roundup yesterday, 
and Edward D. Kage, a second- 
hand dealer, who gave his address 
as 5815 Saloma avenue. They were 
described as employes. 

In the face of an acute whisky 
shortage in the Middle West, Har- 
pold said the organization had 
about $25,000 worth of whisky in 
three warehouses here. When the 
agents reached one place, 150 cases 
were loaded on a truck bound for 
Kansas City. Philip J. Abelson, a 
pharmacist who said he lived at 
5568 Waterman avenue, was arrest- 
ed as he was transporting 25 cases 
from a warehouse to a drug store 
where he is employed, Harpold 
said. 

Others arrested are Max Feld- 
man, who is employed by Green- 
berg and reportedly lives at 5455 
Delmar boulevard; Joseph George 
Scheer, a former tavern operator, 
who said he lived at 1901A Dodier 
atreet; James Oliver Blackmore, a 
truck driver, who gave as his ad- 
drese 3515 North Twenty-fifth 
street.

Grace Koenig, had been 
picked up for questioning, but 
later was released.

Many 5-Case Lots. 

Evidence gathered in the agents’ 
three weeks’ investigation indicat- 
ed the ring distributed a large 
number of cases of whisky in five 
and 10 case lots to small dealers, 
Harpold said. One of their brands, 
“Old Jordan,” with an OPA ceiling 
price of $34 a case, was sold for 
$50 to $75 a case. An &80-proof 
brand, “Old Rocking Chair,” listed 
by OPA at $24.51 a case, was sold 
for $41 to $47 a case, Harpold de- 
clared. 

Indications now point to other 
dealers in metropolitan St. Louis 
conducting similar black market 
operations, Harpold said. He has 
informed the OPA office here of 
his findings, and John. Hichew, at- 
torney in charge of enforcement, 
said action will be taken against 
all violators.

Packers Unable to Handle 
Heavy Influx — Ship- 
ments Barred Till Sun- 
day Morning. 


An embargo on hog shipments 
to the National Stockyards was 
put into effect today in a drastic 


move to relieve congestion caused 
by heavy receipts and inability of 
packers to expand slaughtering 
operations. 

The embargo became effective at 
noon today, to continue in force 
until 6 o’clock Sunday morning. It 
applies to hogs only, and does not 
affect shipments of cattle, calves, 
sheep or lambs. 

Yesterday’s hog receipts totaled 
28,000 head, of which about 15,000 
remained unsold. There were 15,000 
fresh arrivals today, and market 
observers predicted there would be 
another 15,000 carryover. — 

The congestion here, as well as 
at other large markets, was attrib- 
uted not only to heavy shipments 
but to the fact that many packing 
houses are short of help and un- 
able to get additional storage 
space. Last October, local packers 
appealed for release of trained 
workers who had been drafted. 

The St. Louis Livestock Ex- 
change and the Producers’ Live- 
stock Commission have urged re- 
lease of pork from rationing re- 
strictions, and there also is strong 
sentiment in some quarters for re- 
moval of butter from the meat- 
point to some other rationing 
stamp group.

efficient. 

“While in our opinion,” the grand 
jury said, “the evidente reviewed

Faulty Materials Charged. 

The indictments charged the de- 
fendants conspired to conceal ma- 
terial facts about inspection meth- 
ods, making and causing to be 
made war material in a defective 
manner, “with reason to believe 
their acts might injure, interfere 
with and obstruct the United 
States in carrying on the war and 
of defrauding the United States.” 

In furtherance of this conspiracy, 
the indictments charged, overt acts 
were committed by certain work- 
ers in Building 105 on or about 
Ocvt. 16, 1942, with the result that 
speed of work was increased to the 
point where .50-caliber cartridges 
did not receive the visua] inspec- 
tion required by contract, 

Under this arrangement, it was 
charged, cartridges received only 
a “pretended inspectign” which 
was not sufficient to enable defec- 
tive cartridges to be detected and 
removed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Sen- 


ator Harry S. Truman of Missouri, 
whose war ii.vestigating committee 
is preparing to issue a report blast- 
ing the War. Department for fa- 
thering the 134-million-dollar Cano] 
project, disclosed to the Post-Dis- 
patch today that the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have flatly refused the: 
committee’s request for their con- 
fidential file on the project. 

Asked if the committee regarded 
the refusal as justified on the 
ground of military security, Tru- 
man promptly replied, “Most em- 
phatically not.” 

This latest impasse between the 
committee and the War Depart- 
ment came as the climax to a long 
controversy over the vast project, 
and is expected to be reflected in 
no uncertain terms in the forth- 
coming committee report. It was 
learned that the committee’s 
opinion of War Department “mis- 
management” of the Canadian ofl 
development was little affected by 
the lengthy testimony before the 
committee yesterday of Lt. Gen. 
‘Brehon B, Somervell, head of the 
Army Service Forces, who assumed 
personal responsibility for giving 
the green light on the undertak- 
ing. 

When committee members re- 
peated their sharp criticisms of the 
War Department’s contracts with 
the Imperial Oil Co. of Canada, a 
subsidiary of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and with the Dominion of 
Canada, Somervell was ready. He 
announced for the first time that 
steps are being taken to re-nego- 
tiate the contracts with a view to 
protecting this country’s postwar 
interests more adequately. 

Under the present contracts, the 
Imperial Oil Co. would get posses- 
sion of the Norman Wells fields 
and -casements, six months after 
termination of the war, and the 
pipe line and refinery would be 
given a commercial valuation with 
first option to purchase them held 
by Canada.

A regular schedule of validity 
dates will provide a total of five 
processed food stamps worth 50 
points for each consumer at the 
start of every month, except the 
first month, when they become 
valid on Feb. 27. They will remain 
valid until the 20th of the second 
succeeding month. 

Three meats-fats stamps worth 
a total of 30 points will become 
valid every two weeks, with the 
first two series or six stamps re- 
maining valid until May 20. 

The tokens will have no expira- 
tion date and thus may be accumu- 
lated and used at any time. How- 
ever, tokens will be given as 
change only in connection with 
purchases, 

Retailers will receive their sup- 
plies of tokens from the nation’s 
banks about Feb. 22, 


Deadline for filing of applica- 
tions for the tokens has been ex- 
tended two weeks to Dec. 31, the 
St. Louis OPA announced today. 
Retailers were urged to obtain 
forms from wholesale supply 
houses and file their applications 
at once, local banks having report- 
ed receipt of few applications to 
date. Tokens will be distributed in 
packages of 250, and applications 
should be in multiples of this 
amount.

DEWEY ORDERS JURY INQUIRY 
INTO LEGISLATORS’ CONDUCT 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Republican Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey’s battle with the Albany 
County Democratic organization 
took a new, spectacular turn to- 
day when the Governor ordered a 
special grand jury investigation of 
the Republican-controlled State 
Legislature to determine whether 
there has been official misconduct 
or attempts to influence members.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Sena- 
tor Frederick Van Nuys (Dem), 
Indiana, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, told the Post-Dispatch 
today that the voluminous data 
submitted to the committee by op- 
ponents of the pending legislation 
to exempt fire ineurance com- 
panies from the antitrust laws had 
not influenced him “one bit,” and 
predicted that the exemption bills 
will be overwhelmingly passed by 
Congress, 

Van Nuys, who also is chairman 
of the judiciary subcommittee 
which is holding the hearings, con- 
ceded that the exemption bill 
pending in his committee couid 
not be acted on before Congress 
reconvenes Jan. 10, This is sig- 
nificant in view of an announce- 
ment today that the United &tates 
Supreme Court has set Jan. 7 as 
the date for a hearing on the Jus- 
tice Department’s appeal from a 
Federal court's dismissal of the 
Department's antitrust suit against 
the outheastern Underwriters As- 
sociation, 

Questioned about this, Van Nuys 
said: “My committee is not in a 
race with the Supreme Court.” 

Should the court validate the in- 
dictments against the Southeastern 
Association and remand the case 
for trial, Van Nuys said, he will 
still push for passage of the ex- 
emption legislation. It was ex- 
plained by a Department of Jus- 
tice spokesman that passage of the 
exemption measures after a court 
decision upholding the department 
probably would confuse and pos-

CHICAGO, Dec. 21 (AP).—Maj. 


John L. Griffith believes the West- 


ern Conference has proven the 
value of continuing wartime foot- 


ball and that colleges which sus-| 


pended the sport will flock back 
into the fold in 1944. 

“Many schools have realized they 
made a big mistake by hastily 
dropping football,” the Big Ten 
commissioner said today. “Western 
Conference teams, playing before 


1,055,000 spectators in home games 
this fall, profited enough financial- 
ly to assure & complete sports pro- 
gram next year.” 

Football was so successful, he 
added, that it also had paid the ex- 
pense of installing physical tough- 
ening courses for civilians at each 
Big Ten school. The cost of these 
courses ranged from $20,000 to $40,- 
000 apiece. 

“The Big Ten didn’t have the 
material it has enjoyed in the last 
three or four years, but the fans 
didn't notice it,” Griffith observed. 
“That's how smoothly and effec- 
tively younger teams took over this 
season. Coaches and athletic di- 
rectors were extremely pleased 
with the caliber of competition and 
with the attendance, 

“We've moved over our biggest 
hurdle—1943 was a test year—and 
1944 should find sports thriving. 
Footbail is on the way back on a 
nationwide scale.” . 

A survey of football by Griffith 
in 12 midwestern states showed: 

Ninety-eight per cent of the fans 
were in agreement with the Navy 
policy which permits V-12 students 
to compete on varsity teams. 

Ninety-eight per cent thought 
17- and 18-year-old boys on college 
teams showed up well with older 
teammates and against older op- 
ponents. 

Ninety-eight per cent believed 
football should be continued in 
1944 and that college administra- 
tions should be urged to keep in- 
intercollegiate programs Operating 
for the duration. 

The poll disclosed that 48 per 
cent of the fans traveled to games 
by automobile, 14 per cent by train, 
13 per cent walked, and 25 per 
cent used public conveyances such 
as street cars and elevated trains. 
The greatest average distance trav- 
eled by fans to games was 56 
miles,

In Wrestling They 


Allow 20 Seconds. 

VEN in the ersatz form of 

wrestling now in vogue they 

saw that athletes couldn't 
get up from the arena floor as 
quickly as from the canvas in 
the ring. . . . Wrestlers are al- 
lowed 20 seconds under such cir- 
cumstances. 

Two outstanding instances 
in championship boxing 
matches bring back to mind 
that referees of other days 
took this matter into their own 
hands and were either lenient 
with the ten-count, or per- 
mitted the fighter to receive 


assistance in getting back into 
the ring. 

One, of course, was the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight, in which 
the champion went backwards 
out of the ring over the second 
strand of ropes and into the 
typewriters of the  first-row 
newspaper men. 

The referee of that fight took 
note of the help Dempsey re- 
ceived from writers in getting 
back on the apron of the ring 
floor. . .

Mary Kenworthy Wins Suit 
in Brazil, but Faces Further 
Litigation for $500,000. 


Miss Mary Kenworthy, 2903A 
South Jefferson avenue, has been 
finally adjudged in the Brazilian 
courts to be a legal heir of her 
grandfather, John Kenworthy, 
owner of Brazilian plantations and 
cotton mills, and entitled to a 
share, now estimated at $500,000, 
in his three-million-dollar estate in 
the Brazilian State of Sao Paulo, 
her St. Louis lawyer, John A. 
Dowdall, was informed by a Bra- 
zilian associate today. 

While Miss Kenworthy has won 
her 18year fight for recognition 
as a sixth and equal heir, the es- 
tate has been distributed among 
the five others, so that it will now 
be necessary for her to bring suits 
against them.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 21 (AP).

ore mines today as a nationalist 
rew the government of Gen. En- 


rique Penaranda announced that it was firmly entrenched and 


discounted rumors that a counterrevolution had begun. 

The troops were stationed at the mines, producing a large por- 
tion of the tin ore used in the manufacture of United States and 
British arms, in one of the first acts of the new government, which 
pledged, however, to live up to Bolivia’s commitments to the United 


Nations. 


Dispatches from Santiago, Chile, 
noted that the Nationalist Revolu- 
tionary Movement, from which 
most of the new Bolivian leaders 
were drawn, has long campaigned 
against control of the mining in- 
dustry by three major producing 
companies. These reports said the 
coup could hardly fail to affect 
the production of tin. 

(It was announced in Washing- 
ton that, pending direct word from 
La Paz, negotiations between the 
Bolivian Government and_ the 
United States Metal Reserve Co., 
a Government-financed organiza- 
tion, for a new five-year tin con- 
tract had been suspnded.) 


Statement of Policy. 


Jose Tamayo, the new Foreign 
Minister, said last night that he 
had handed to the dean of the for- 
eign diplomatic corps in La Paz 
an official document announcing 
the establishment of a new Gov- 
ernment and affirming its inten- 
tion to continue a policy of inter- 
American collaboration. 

Enrique Lozada, now in Wash- 
ington, has been named confiden- 
tial agent to the United States 
for the new Government, it was 
also announced, and it was under- 
stood here that he may succeed 
Fernanido Guachalla as Bolivian 
Ambassador to the United States. 

In the only reports which the 
new Government has released re- 
garding the fate of former offi- 
cials, it was said that former For- 
eign Minister Carlos Salinas had 
taken refuge in the Chilean Em- 
bassy and former Minister of 
Agriculture Julio Cespedez Anez 
was at the Paraguayan Embassy. 

Two mining men, Carlos Victor 
Armayo and Mauricio Hochschild, 
first took refuge in the Brazilian 
and Chilean embassies, it was re- 
ported, but later went to their 
homes. The police had no orders 
to arrest them. 


Penaranda Exiled. 


(A Santiago (Chile) dispatch 
said the exiled Gen. Penaranda ar- 
rived at Arica, Northern Chile, to- 
day with his brother, Capt. Eliso 
Penaranda.) 

(Passengers arriving at Lima, 
Peru, by air from La Paz, mean- 
while, described the coup as 
bloody and added that army 
planes had flown from Santa 
Cruz, Bolivia, to La Paz to aid 
the revolution. The travelers said 
that groups which remained loyal 
to Penaranda in two towns had 
virtually been annihilated by ar- 
tillery fire when they refused to 
support the coup.)

Atlanta Charter. 


Villaroel expressed sentiments 
similar to those of Paz Estenssoro 
who told interviewers that “The 
Atlantic Charter and other obli- 
gations of Bolivia will be respected 
and maintained” and “the new gov- 
ernment in no case will alter the 


international situation at the side 
of the United Nations.” An execu- 
tive decree of last April, declaring 
war on the Axis, was affirmed by 
the Legislature Dec. 4. 

News of the coup d’etat, was an- 
nounced early yesterday over Ra- 
dio America, which had _ been 
closed by the Panaranda Governg 
ment. In an appeal to the people, 
Paz Estenssoro declared that “the 
nationalist revolutionary move- 
ment, officially the young army, 
as well as the Nationalists, has 
chosen a new route to overthrow 
the ‘Rosca’ (a popular name des- 
ignating all capitalistic concerns) 
and its servants.” 

Carlos Montenegro, the Minister 
of Agriculture, said the revolution 
was a “popular democratic revo- 
lution looking toward better living 
conditions in the country through 
improvement of economic and so- 
cial conditions and establishment 
of justice.” 

(Dispatches from Buenos Aires, 
however, said the National Revo- 
lutionary Movement had ofen been 
accused of affiliation with Ger- 
manic elements in Bolivia and that 
one of its chief programs is 
“geographic reconstruction” — a 
phrase meaning an aggressive de- 
mand for an outlet to the sea, pos- 
sibly at the expense of Chile or 
Peru.) 

A lawyer and journalist, Monte- 
negro is the author of several 
books and of a leaflet entitled 
“Standard Oil’s Gold Against Bo- 
livia’s Justice.” In 1936 he was 
chief of the Socialist party. 

Tamayo also was a former head 
of the Socialist party, from which 
he resigned on ground that he did 
not approve of the party’s collab- 
oration with Penaranda’s govern- 
ment, 

Collaboration. 

Augusto Cespedes, 39-year-old 
general secretary of the revolu- 
tionary junta, declared last night 
that the new government would 
“maintain collaboration with the 
cause of the United Nations.” 

Lawyer, newspaper man and nov- 
elist, Cespedes, whose newspaper, 
La Calle, was barred Saturday, 
said in an interview: 

“Regarding internal policy, we 
will try to see that the national 
wealth is used for the welfare of 
a greater number of the people, 
since so far the only ones who got 
benefit out of the wealth were cer- 
tain big companies with vast au- 
thority, something that cannot be 
tolerated in a sovereign country. 

“In the international sphere, we 
will maintain Bolivian collabora- 
tion with the cause of the United 
Nations, improving it a little more 
every day, because this popular 
revolution will permit that the 
people take part in it, without for- 
getting the country’s interests. 


Aid for Backward. 


“In the economic field, we will 
try to incorporate into the cycle 
of modern life enormous amounts 
of people who are centuries behind 
our time culturally and econom- 
ically. 

“In the political field, we will 
call national elections for Presi- 
dent, Senators and Representatives 
within the dates specified by law.” 

(Such elections are legally set 
for the first Sunday of May, 1944). 

A member of the supreme com- 
mand of the National Revolution- 
ary Movement, Cespedes_ visited 
the United States in 1941 at the 
invitation of the co-ordinator of 
inter-American affairs. 

He wrote “Mestizos Blood,” a 
novel of the Chaco war, and 
“Devil’s Metal,” which was chosen 
to represent Bolivia in the Pan-

The declaration of a “state of 
war” by the Bolivian Government, 
last April, was also criticised by 
MNR. Announced while Vice-Presi- 
dent Henry A. Wallace was flying 
to La Paz from Chile, it was 
dubbed a “romantic gesture” by 
MNR’s manifesto of protest. 


Negotiations were then spinning 
an endless web between the Board 
of Economic Warfare (of which 
Wallace then was still chairman) 
and the Bolivian Government. The 
latter sought an increase in the 
price of tin. The United States 
was willing to concede an increase 
in price as an incentive to in- 
creased production if convinced 
that the money would reach the 
miners instead of being pocketed 
by producers or being lost in trans- 
it through Government offices, 


'MNR Predicted Coercion. 


MNR’s manifesto of April 8, con- 
demning the “state of war,” called 
the turn with an accuracy rare in 
prophecy. It said: 

“Far from contributing to the 
defense of democratic ideals, it can 
only have deeply disturbing effects. 
We would not be surprised at co- 
ercion and force being used to in- 
crease production for continental 
defense. ... . All people’ believe 
that the decree of war means noth- 
ing but restriction of liberties and 
a regime of violence.” 

On the same day, Minister of 
Interior Pedro Zilvetti Arce stated 
that the Bolivian mobilization was 
not a military one. He said spe- 
cifically: “For example, if we need 
miners we shal] cal] to the colors 
those who can work in the mines.” 


As one MNR leader commented: 
“Penaranda shoots our dumb, il- 
literate miners at Catavi in the 
name of tin production for the Al- 
lies. Now, in the name of democ- 
racy, they are to be recruited to 
work in the mines under penalty 
of shooting, after court-martial, 
for disobedience. A nice reputa- 
tion that makes for Uncle Sam!” 

MNR’s official newspaper, La 
Calle, was supposed at one time to 
be receiving Nazi propaganda 
money. This is quite possible, but 
was never proved. 


Vies for Labor Support. 


MNR considers itself the “Left” 
party and vies with the Partido de 
Izquierda Revolucionaria (PIR) 
for the support of labor and labor 
unions. Neither party, however, 
has been particularly effective in 
doing so. PIR is generally consid- 
ered Communist, with as little jus- 
tice as MNR is considered Nazi. 
Revolution is implicit in both par- 
ties, but in the Bolivian manner. 
That means nationalizing mines in 
the country. 

MNR has got the jump by hav- 
ing the support of the army.

Emanuele IIJ.— is still allowed by the Allies to remain on the 
throne of Italy, Benedetto Croce, grand old man of European 


liberalism, who just happens to be an Italian but who, in fact, be- 
longs to the world, addressed a forthright appeal to Allied peoples yes- 


terday to take cognizance of the 


facts and ask their governments 


to right the wrong which he and most other right-thinking Italians 
feel has been visited on this country. 


“We appeal to the Allied peoples,” 
he told me, “in order that they, 
appreciating the reality of our sit- 
uation and the righteousness of 
our requests, may counsel, support 
and beg their governments to ac- 
tua@e in Italy in the immediate 
future what has already been an- 
nounced in their list of war aims— 
the complete extermination of Fas- 
cism.” 

I dropped in on “Il Maestro” 
today during a brief vacation from 
the front and found him as usual 
at his desk, as busy as a beaver— 
an ancient, bent by the years but 
with a mind still as fresh as the 
roses that bloom along his garden 
path here on the sunlit cliffs above 
the bay. 

Beautifully capable of indigna- 
tion despite his age, Croce gave 
vent to his thoughts in the follow- 
ing statement which he wrote out 
in his indecipherable way and had 
translated into legible Italian by 
one of his charming daughters. 


Fascism Started in Italy. 


“Fascism or Nazism, the malig- 
nant germ which is circulated and 
continues to circulate in the veins 
of the whole modern world, broke 
out in Italy as a result of the 
crises following the last war of 
1914 in a violent’ epidemic which, 
as far as the violence of its 
progress is concerned, will never 
again be matched. To this extent 
the danger of Fascism exists to- 
day, particularly outside Italy in 
countries which have not yet suf- 
fered the gad reality and shame, 
But Italy will regain the life of 
liberty. and _ civilization which 
alone conforms to its historical 
traditions and its national char- 
acter. 

“The obstacle, which for this 
reason we ask you to remove, is 


the person of the King, Vittorio 
Emanuele III, who has opened the 
gates to Fascism, has favored it, 
maintained it and served it for 
more than 20 years, has followed it 
in all its actions and in all its most 
immoral persecutions and finally, 
in its senseless declaration of war 
against England and France, and 
who remains now, after the fall of 
Mussolini, the real and principal 
representative of Fascism. 


“To insist that Italy must con- 
serve the present king ag its ruler 
is to pretend that one who has 
been resurrected must remain em- 
braced in the arms of a cadaver.” 


“The King,” the statement con- 
tinues, “not having any longer any 
support in the people’s conscience 
and having lost all of his power 
and all of his prestige, has been 
forced by necessity (and you can 
already see distinct signs to that 
effect) to lean upon surviving 
Fascist interests and personalities 
and to reconstitute in Italy a Fas- 
cist regime, though perhaps with 
a liberal facade, Their only aim 
can be to renew hypocrisy and the 
deceit from which we have just 
escaped, 


Change Not Easy in Peace. 


+ “Nor will it be easy, as so many 
people believe, to get rid of such 
a regime after the end of hostili- 
ties. Before then the King will 
have gathered about himself a 
strong group of material interests 
and many organized forces, mill- 
tary and political, to protect them.

Kharkov Trial 
A Precedent

OR 10 years, first in Germany 
F and later in the occupied coun- 

tries, the Nazis and their agents 
have been engaged in a campaign 
of systematically exterminating 
their enemies. 

Sometimes they killed In anger; 
more often out of the sheer sadis- 
tic joy of killing; but usually their 
barbarities have been cold-blooded, 
scientific, almost impersonal, but 
always according to plan. 

“We are obliged to depopulate,” 
Hitler told Rauschning, “as part 
of our mission of preserving the 
German population. ... Nature is 
cruel, therefore, we, too, may be 
cruel. If I can send the flower 
of the German nation into the hell 
of war without the smallest pity 
for the spilling of precious Ger- 
man blood, then surely I have the 
right to remove millions of an in- 
ferior race that breeds like ver- 
min!” 

That was in 1934. Since then 
millions of Jews, Poles, Russians, 
Frenchmen and others have been 
“removed.” 
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Trial Formula Worked Out. 


T was not until the Moscow 

conference that a formula re- 
garding the method by which Hit- 
ler’s scientific savageries were to 
be brought to book was {finally 
worked out. 

At Moscow, on Nov. 1, there was 
issued a joint declaration signed 
by President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Marshal Stalin 
in which it was stated that those 
responsible for war crimes would 
be brought back to the locality 
where those crimes were commit- 
ted and tried under the laws of 
that country. 

This formula got around the dif- 
ficulty that there are very few 
provisions in international law for 
the apprehension and punishment 
of war criminals. And it also has 
inhibited the repetition, after the 
war, of the farce of the Leipzig 
trials following the last war, trials 
that resulted in a few minor prison 
sentences for a few minor German 
war criminals, the rest not being 
tried at all or let off scot free. 
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Stalin Means Business.

An Oil Subsidy?”’: You speak about the 
major companies not complaining about 
the price of their crude product. 

The great majority of these major 
companies are integrated companies. 
They have their own sources of crude oil, 
transportation or pipe line systems, re- 
fineries and market facilities. If one 
branch of the integrated companies does 
not make a profit, what difference does 
it make, as all the other branches of 
their “big business” will show a profit? 

Crude oil is the only commodity that 
has not been given some relief during 
our war effort. The costs of operation, 
development and discovering new pools 
or reserves have increased to the point 
where there is no profit or incentive for 
the independent operators to continue 
with their production of crude oil, to 
say nothing of making an effort to locate 
more oil. 

The independent operators will not pull 
a John L, Lewis to get a fair price for 
their product. They will continue to 
try in their American way of life to get 
a just price for their product. We are 
entitled to parity for our crude ojl the 
same as any other industry producing 
an essential war commodity. Our prices 
are about 60 per cent of parity. Most 
other commodities are over 100 per cent 
parity. Parity of price has been estab- 
lished by our administration, 

We will use every patriotic American 
way to get what our administration has 
told us we are entitled to get, but we 
will not strike or even threaten to 
strike.

A Doubtful Russian Policy 


There seems to be considerable difference of 
opinion between the Russians and the British 
concerning the treatment of war criminals. The 
Russians hanged three Germans and a Russian 
traitor Sunday in Kharkov before a crowd of 
40,000 people after a trial] in which they con- 
fessed the most grisly atrocities. The highest- 
ranking German wag.a Captain, who, like his fel- 
lows, pleaded that he was only carrying out or- 
ders and that he was not responsible for the 
Nazi policy of machine-gunning civilians, 

In London sits the United Nations Committee 
for Investigation of War Crimes, but so far the 
Russians haye not participated in its meetings. 
One of the major concerns of the committee is to 
decide who ig a war criminal—the individual 
who actually pulled the trigger, his superior of- 
ficer or both, The committee has yet to adopt 
a policy to carry out that part of the Moscow 
Declaration concerning punishment for the ghast- 
ly crimes the Nazis have committed over Europe. 

A debate in the House of Lords brought forth 
differing views-—-Lord Vansittart, on the one hand, 
demanded the life of every German man and 
woman who has perpetrated massacres, and, on 
the other hand, the views of men like Viscount 
Maugham, Viscount Simon and the Archbishop 
of York, who would determine individual guilt in 
the historic Anglo-Saxon way. Viscount Maugham, 
for example, does not believe it is wise to ex- 
ecute a German soldier for taking part in mass 
murder if he had to do it on pain of being shot 
for disobedience, 

The Kharkoy trials and executions surely were 
held with the most terrific provocation, but they 
are not in accord with the provisions of the Mos- 
cow Declaration concerning war criminals, The 
declaration provides that, at the time of grant- 
ing an armistice, war criminals will be sent back 
to the countries in which their deeds were done 
and punished according to the laws of those coun- 
tries. But the Russians are not waiting for an 
armistice; they are acting now, presumably with 
the idea of the propaganda value the trials will 
have and the weakening of German morale they 
will produce. 

We have one grave misgiving about the Rus- 
sian policy, and that is the probability of German 
reprisals, The Germans hold many thousands of 
Russian, English and American prisoners. If, as 
a result of the Kharkov trials, the Germans should 
decide to massacre these men, on trumped-up 
charges of war atyocities, a strong reaction against 
the Russian policy would set in. 
Russians charged the Germans at Kharkov with 
crimes against civilians, crimes not within the 
compass of war, but the Germans might charge 
our American flyers, for example, with the kill- 
ing of civilians by air bombing, 

So we question the wisdom of the Russian 
policy. Is it not premature? Does it accomplish 
anything to kill. those who carried out orders 
and who were not policy-makers? Do not the 
Russian trials invite reprisals on helpless Rus- 
sians, English and Americans who now are in 
German prison camps? 
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Franco’s Belated Amnesty 

It is not the seasonal spirit of peace on earth, 
good will to men that motivates Dictator Franco 
in his release of political prisoners, “the greater 
part of 34,000” supporters of the Republic who are 
still under lock and key almost five years after 
the end of Spain’s civil war. Rather, the motive 
is one of sheer expediency: a belated effort to 
placate the advocates of Spanish democracy, in 
the face of a world-wide tide in their direction. 

Franco guessed wrong about that tide. He 
expected it to move in the opposite direction, 
toward Fascism and reaction of various types all 
over the world, When the Spanish rebel leader 
made his fateful alliance with Hitler and Mus- 
solini, such a tide did seem to be on the move. 
But now that democracy is pushing Fascism back 
on every military and political battleground in 
the world, Franco can gee that his power is grow- 
. more shaky every day. 

ranco hopes he can still preserve his power. 

He hopes this belated opening of the jails will 
rally support at home and abroad for his cause. 
He hopes that dissolving of the Falangist militia 
(the Storm Troopers of his regime) will make 
his rule more palatable to Spaniards, So the dic- 
tator tries to placate the people he has wronged, 
as he waits for the war to end and hopes that, 
in a world purged of Mussolini and Hitler, he 
will be able somehow to survive, 
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Two Test Cases 


Let us answer the argument that soldier vot- 
ing should be under state supervision instead of 
the Federal commission provided by the Green- 
Lucas bill, We submit two test cases: 

A soldier from Wisconsin is fighting in New 
Britain. He’s been through enough hell, spilled 
enough blood, known enough terror, to appreciate 
his democratic right to a voice in the Govern- 
ment that sent him to war. ’ 

But the laws of his State provide that a ballot 
shall be matfled to an absentee voter no earlier 
than 12 days before the date of the election and 
that it must be marked and returned by elec- 
tion day to be counted. Why bother? 

A soldier from California flies with Chennault 
in China. His State gives the ballot to which 
he has the most solemn right a narrow 20 days 
in which to make its weary trip across the United 
States, south to Brazil, over the Atlantic and 
Africa and India to a Chinese-American base and 
back again. Why bother? 

Fight states did not even pass soldier voting 
laws to open the polls to absentee service men 
and women in the last election. In 24 states, men 
and women in uniform must register in person. 
This is off-year for most state Legislatures. They 
cannot meet, except by special session, to estab- 
lish uniform voting laws even if they care to 
do 80. 

State control of soldier voting means virtual- 
ly no armed service vote at all. This is as appar- 
ent as the selfish reason motivating opposition 
to the Green-Lucas plan, Proof was given in the 
elections of last November, when only 28,051 
votes were cast by the millions of men and women 
in the Army and Navy. 

Senator Carter Glass of Virginia wrote from 
his sickbed to Senator Lucas, deserting the ranks 
of Southern poll-tax Democrats to applaud the 
ireen-Lucas proposal for a bi-partisan War Bal- 
lot Commission that would enfranchise men and 
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It is true the. 


women in uniform. “I cannot see,” Glass said, 
“that the rights of the state are either jeopard- 
ized or in any way involved in the present con- 
troversy.” 

Nor can any representative of the people de- 
ceive himself by arguments of this kind-if he 
lets his conscience guide him in this vital mat- 
ter. Will the soldiers be permitted to vote or 
not? This is the question underlying the con- 
troversy between the Green-Lucas advocates and 


their opponents. 
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Weak Defense by Somervell 

Lt. Gen. Somervell’s defense of the Canol project 
is based almost wholly on a plea of national 
emergency, painted in exceedingly dark tones, 
The situation was desperate, in view of Japan’s 
threat to the West Coast and Alaska, he told the 
Truman committee yesterday, and the Army 
needed oil badly. ‘ 

Viewed as an emergency project, the Canol 
scheme looks its worst. By Gen. Somervell’s own 
testimony, oil did not begin flowing through the 
long pipe line until last week. Fortunately, the 
Army did not have to depend on Cano] oll to 
keep its planes aloft or run its trucks. If it 
had, the Japs would still be in the Aleutians. 

Long-term possibilities of the Canol project 
may be all thet Somervell calls them: “the big- 
gest oil field discovered in North America in 
15 years.” His emphasis was on the emergency 
period, however, and a future bonanza is of no 
help when the need ig immediate. As it is, the 
field's present capacity is only 3000 barrels a 
day, including 479 barrels of high-octane fuel—a 
mere drop in the bucket of Alaskan defense force 
heeds. 

Accepting Somervell’s estimate of the field at 
its rosiest, Senator Truman’s appraisal still is 
valid; “The project, in other words, turned out 
to be a wildcat operation that fortunately was 
productive, but I still don’t think it was worth 
a $134,000,000 chance.” Nor, it might be added, 
is a wartime emergency any fit time for the 
United States Army to go in for wildcat oil 
operations, 

On other points as well, Somervell’s defense 
was full of holes, Gen, Walter B. Pyron, whom 
he cited as the oil expert who recommended the 
field, testified a month ago that he had held only 
“brief, informal” conferences with War Depart- 
ment officials, and knew very little about the 
region. Somervell’s assertion that the project 
was entirely outside Petroleum Administrator 
Ickes’ jurisdiction does not alter the fact that a 
presidential order of May, 1941, had placed it 
under Ickes’ jurisdiction, And if the field is so 
rich, how does it come that the contract gives 
Canadian interests an option on its purchase 
after the war? 

Gen. Somervell’s testimony about the promis- 
ing future of the field may serve to head off a 
Truman committee recommendation for junking 
the project. However, his testimony does not 
make the case any better for the methods followed 
in the costly and ill-considered undertaking.

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Cause for Concern in Bolivia 


Bolivia’s revolution, although marked by the 
new Government's dislike for the United States, 
is not necessarily a step toward the Axis camp. 
Bolivia is duly signed up as one of the United 
Nations and has declared war on the Axis. 

One of the first statements of the revolution- 
ary leader, Victor Paz Estenssoro, who installed 


himself in the President’s palace, was: “The Atlan- - 
tic Charter and other obligations of Bolivia will ‘ 


be respected and maintained... . The new Gov- 
ernment in no case will alter the international 
situation at the side of the United Nations.” 
Nevertheless, the situation is one to give con- 
cern to the United States and other most active 
participants in the war against Germany and 
Japan. Bolivia ig still a pioneer country, Its 
population of some three millions, less than that 
of Missouri, lives in an area twice that of Texas. 


Its resources are largely undeveloped. 


Before the war, German influence was strong, 
especially in business. Bolivia's breaking of diplo- 
matic relations with the Axis, and later its declar- 
ation of war on the side of the United Nations, 
greatly upset the economy of the country, A con 
siderable degree of inflation ig reported, adding 
to the difficulties of the people. There has been 
less of food and other goods, and in some quar- 
ters, presumably those sponsoring this revolution, 
there was a tendency to throw the blame for the 
country’s troubles on the United States, 

The overthrown President, Enrique Penaranda, 
had been particularly friendly toward the United 
States. He visited here last May, receiving a 
personal welcome from President Roosevelt. 
Speaking in Detroit, on a tour of war industries, 
he declared Bolivia was ready when called on 
to place an army at the disposal of the Allies, 

The revolutionary leaders are described by their 
enemies as antagonistic to the United States, with 
some sympathy for Germany. They do not ap- 
pear, however, to have'any intention of com- 
mitting their country to the losing cause of the 
Axis. The situation undoubtedly calls for closest 
scrutiny by our own Government, Meanwhile, it 
appears that the revolution is principally con- 
cerned with the nation’s troubled internal affairs. 
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When the New York News commended Thomas 
E, Dewey to its readers as a strong Republican 
prospect because he “ig handsome in a masculine 
way” and would attract the women's vote, was 
it building him up as a challenger to Paul Y, 
McNutt as the pretty boy of politics?

What good is all the money you get, or 
can save; what good is all the glory and 
patting on the back that you can give 
yourself if we lose this war? 

Everything you have will be wiped out 
if we lose this war. 

The trouble in our country is that every- 
body believes there is no chance for us to 
lose the war, The American workmen are 
intelligent and understanding beyond those 
of European countries, but because of the 
success we have had in creating and con- 
tinuing and improving our freedom since 
1776, we have a feeling that it is impossible 
to defeat us. 

Over-confidence is one of the greatest 
weaknesses any nation can possess, Any 
prizefighter entering the ring believing 
there is no chance for him to be defeated 
ig in great danger. 

Any nation believing that it is uncon- 
querable is on the verge of defeat, 

Of course we do not want to discourage 
the American people. We like them to have 
a certain amount of confidence in them- 
selves. We ourselves believe that we will 
win this war, but it can be won only by 
careful planning and by endless toil and 
suffering and by constantly watching our 
every move, to the end that there will be 
nothing left undone. Then and only then 
can we win this war and save our nation 
and the world. 


Money Loss Is Least 


No one can make me believe that if truck 
drivers or coal miners fully understand the 
danger of stopping work because of some 
grievance, that they would stop work and 
risk the lives of our men who are defending 
our country and the world on innumerable 
battle fronts. 


The price we are paying now is greater 
than we paid one yeer ago, in lives and 
suffering, as well as money. Money is the 
least thing to be considered in this war, 


Yes, our indebtedness will pile up and it 
will take perhaps a century to pay off the 
debt, but if we lose the war, we do not 
need to worry about our debts or our 
money or our property. The enemy will 
take care of that, 

You have read of the destruction of whole 
towns and villages in Poland, where all the 
inhabitants were taken out and shot. 

Those reports are not exaggerated. 


There are many of those cases that you 
have never heard of and perhaps will not 
hear of until the history of this war is 
written, 


You saw in the papers the other day 
where 60 of our bombers did not return 
from one single raid made on Germany. 
Each of those bombers carried at least 10 
men whom it had taken months to train 
for such dangerous work. This is happen- 
ing every day. 

The bomber itself may have cost over 
$200,000, but the loss in money means 
nothing. It is the time it takes to build 
them, to send them over there, and to equip 
them for action, 


Soldiers’ Lives at Stake 


But worst and most important of al] is 
the training of those young men, 600 of 
them, all highly efficient, all courageous, all 
composed of the best blood and brains of 
our country. Lost to us, some forever! 


This ig only a drop in the bucket com- 
pared to what is going to happen and the 
price we will have to pay. We will be 
extremely fortunate if we come out of this 
war with not more than a million lives lost 
and perhaps two million wounded, 

How, then, can you on the trucks, or in 
the fields, or in the factories, or in the 
mines, stop work for one day and thereby 
prolong the war perhaps six months or a 
year longer than it should last? 


But worst of all, how can you stop work 
and by doing so deprive those fighting 
heroes, the flower of the world, many of 
them your relatives, 102,000 of them your 
brother union teamsters! How can you 
stop work and endanger their lives? 


Think seriously before you listen to agi- 
tators and some willful, disloyal Americans, 
ambitious to get control of your union, 

Tell the rat who advocates strikes that 
the blood of those young men across the 
seas fighting a fight for our freedom will 
not be on your hands or on your conscience. 

Don’t stop work! Bear your troubles if 
you have any. Your troubles are insignifi- 
eant compared to the sufferings and hard- 
ships of our men over there.

Hitler in the Obituaries 


“Argus” in The Nation, 


Germans usually announce the death of 
members of the family by paid notices or 
ohituaries in the newspapers, War deaths 
are handjed in the same way. The newspa- 
pers contain’ pages and pages of such black- 
bordered announcements, 


But there are, one might say, two par- 
ties represented in these notices. In some, 
the text ends with the formula: “He died 
for his Fuehrer and the Fatherland.” Oth- 
ers are silent about the Fuehrer, This omis- 
sion of the Fuehrer from the obituaries of 
the fallen is about the only open political 
act now possible in Germany, 

The Swedish newspaper Nu has taken the 


trouble to engage in some statistical re- 
search on this point. It has examined the 
files of the Voelkische Beobachter for the 
last two years and noted the number of 
death notices with and without mention of 
the Fuehrer, 

It found that in the winter of 1941-42, 
While the victories were continuing, 90 per 
cent of the obituaries contained the words, 
“He died for the Fuehrer,” or something 
similar, ’ 

At the beginning of 1042, after the first 
hard Russian winter, this dropped to 40 
per cent. At present, the Fuehrer is men- 
tioned in only 20 per cent of the notices.

Most of the users of electricity know very 
little about it, how it is produced, what rules 
govern its action and what the prospects are 
for its further usefulness. They think of 
it as something mysterious and don’t worry 
about it as long as it provides light, runs 
the refrigerator, bakes the waffles, cleans 
the house and performs bundreds of other 
commonplace tasks. 

Mr. Samuels, a fellow of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, now em- 
ployed in St. Louis as chief of the Technical 
Standards Division of the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration, makes the story of 
electricity remarkably simple in this book. 

There has to be discussion, of course, of 
power and energy and kilowatts and kile- 
watt-hours. With remarkable patience, the 
writer traces electricity from where it is 
generated in hydro or steam plants through 
the intricate maze of wires and devices 
which deliver it in usable form to the con- 
sumer.

One of the interesting chapters is that 
dealing with lightning and the discovery of 
its characteristics through the experiments 
of Benjamin Franklin and others. 

How electricity enters into the cost of al- 
most every item of commerce is described, 
as well ag the part it plays in making life 
easier in the home and on the farm, 

In interesting style, the writer explains 
the various kinds of electric current, direct 
and alternating, 60-cycle and 25-cycle: tells 
their working characteristics, their advan- 
tages and disadvantages; describes the in- 
genuity of man in converting one to the 
other and in adapting the various forms to 
the jobs to be done. 

There is naturally a good deal of highly 
technical matter in this book, but the au- 
thor has done remarkably well in fitting 
it to the understanding of the average man.

VERY séarching question, which should be faced and answered 
now, has been raised by Mrs. Anne O’Hare McCormick:

Moscow the other day, is consistent with the agreements reached by 


Secretary Hull. 

Mrs. McCormick says that “the 
original aim of this government 
was to build up a peace structure 
founded on a four-power pact and 
broadening into a United Nations 
organization which would render 
bilateral arrangements within the 
circle unnecessary,” and she argues 
that this Czech pact is a reversion 
to “old-fashioned and futile insur- 
ance systems based on mutual 
assistance pacts.” 

With great respect for Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick and for her immense gifts 
of perception and insight, I ven- 
ture to say that it cannot ever 
have been the serious and con- 
sidered view of the United States 
Government that the new peace 
structure precluded or rendered 
unnecessary all “bilateral arrange- 


ments.” 


* * . 

We could not hold the view 
which she ascribes to us because 
we also have made bilateral pacts 
of mutual assistance with our 
neighbors, and no one has sug- 
gested that we ought to renounce 
them. We have such pacts with 
Canada, Mexico and Cuba. We 
have the substance of such pacts 
with all the Caribbean states; we 
have mutual assistance agree- 
ments with many of the principal 
South American republics. We are 
committed by the Tydings-Mc- 
Duffle Act to making a mutual 
assistance pact with the independ- 
ent republic of the Philippines. We 
have never thought that making 
specific provisions for the defense 
of our positions in the Pacific and 
for the defense of the Western 
Hemisphere was “old - fashioned 
and futile.” On the contrary, we 
are proud of these arrangements 
and hold them to be wise, progres- 
sive and in the common interest 

Nor do we regret it, and com- 
plain, that Britain and Portugal 
have an ancient pact which has 
made available to us the use of 
the Azores for the protection of 
our shipping. Why, then, do we 
feel called upon to object if 
Czecho-Slovakia and Russia sign 
a pact for the purpose of making 
secure their strategic position 
against a revival of German mili- 
tary power during the next 20 
years? And why do we think it ex- 
traordinary, or vaguely reprehensi- 
ble, that Russia should wish her 
immediate neighbors to be friendly 
allies? Do we not object when the 
Argentine, which is about 6000 
miles from New York, is anti- 
American? And would we feel that 
we were violating the spirit of the 
Atlantic Charter if we threw the 
weight of our influence against the 
anti-American go¥ernment in the 
Argentine? 

We must be careful, I believe, 
not to have one standard of politl- 
¢al morals for our allies and an- 
other for ourselves.

It All Depends. 

HE theory that we must oppose 

all bilateral mutual assistance 
pacts will not, I believe, stand up 
if we examine it. Everything de- 
pends on who makes the pact with 
whom. A military pact between 
next door neighbors — say the 
United States and Mexico — is a 
quite different proposition than 
would be a pact, let us say, be- 
tween Russia and Mexico, or be- 
tween the United States and Ru- 
miania. The radical difference is 
that the United States and Mexico 
are within the same system of 
strategic security whereas Russia 
and Mexico, or the United States 
and Rumania, are not within the 
same system of strategic security. 


Mexico is, assuming our intentions 
to be honorable, to improve our 
common defense. 
a special pact with Mexico, we 
should at once ask the Mexicans 
and the Russians for an explana- 
tion. 

Will it be said that this is a re- 
version to the doctrine of “spheres 
of influence’? If so, let us look at 
it without being bewildered by a 
phrase which we have not defined. 
The phrase, in its ugly meaning, 
connotes a division of the world by 
great powers into separate spheres 
within which one great power is 
the master and its will is law. We 
are opposed to that, and the good- 
neighbor policy is, we hold, the 
constructive alternative. 


Under the good-neighbor policy 
we are in honor bound to respect 
the national rights of our smallest 
and weakest neighbor in ‘this hem- 
isphere. But this does not mean, 
and it could not possibly mean, 
that our smallest and weakest 
neighbor would be free to grant 
an air base or political facilities to 
Japan. We expect our neighbors 
to participate in the common de- 
fense of the Americas; otherwise 
we could not be good neighbors. 
Moreover, since we happen to be 
as a matter of fact, and not be- 
cause of any other superiority, the 
principal military power in the de- 
fense of the Americas, we are 
bound to exert a leading influence 
in arranging the defense. 

* . » 


Power Politics. 

N this sense it is not only un- 

avoidable but eminently proper 
to recognize that each great power 
does have a sphere in which its 
influence and responsibility are 
primary. To deny it would be to 
indulge in the pretense, wholly 
illusory and dangerously confus- 
ing, that every state has an identi- 
cal influence, interest, power and 
responsibility everywhere, No solid 
structure can be built on any 
such pretense—that, for example, 
whether it be to the Baltfe Sea 
or the Caribbean, Russia and the 
United States are in an identical 
relation. 

The sound view, I believe, is to 
recognize the regional differences 
of interest and influence, and to 
found the structure of the peace 
upon the fact that the smaller 
neighbors of great powers can best 
insure their independence by pro- 
moting security in the _ region 
where they live. The greatest risk 
for a small state is to become the 
object of dispute among great 
powers. No state on the borders of 
Russia, no state in Western Europe 
near Britain, no neighbor republic 
in the Americas, could hope for 
tranquility and order except by 
recognizing the fact that it exists 
within a particular system of stra- 
tegic defense. For it to rebel 
against that fact is to invite end- 
less trouble for itself and for the 
world. 


= . * 

Is this “power politics”? It is. 
But let us not be bewildered by 
that phrase. In the last analysis, 
all international politics is now 
and will be, unless the separate 
nations disappear, a function of 
their actual and potential power. 
The problem of peace is not how to 
abolish power, or to pretend to 
ignore it, but how to organize 
power, regulate it, bring it under 
law, and in general to civilize the 
exercise of it. 

We shall come only gradually, 
and with immense: difficulty, to 
that great end. But we can take 
no other road to peace.

Forces gunners with 25,000 shot- 
guns urgently needed for training 
purposes. 

The other five were honored for 
contributing their services on a 
production advisory committee 
which solved problems of plants in 
the St. Louis Ordnance District, a 
work which sometimes had them 
tackling problems of their own 
business competitors. 

The citations were presented last 
night by Col. Merle H. Davis, chief 
of the ordnance district, at the an- 
nual meeting of the St. Louis Post, 
Army Ordnance Association, at 
Scottish Rite Cathedral, 3637 Lin- 
dell boulevard.

| T is difficult not to grow impatient with those

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householders who salute the winter’s first cold 
spell with laments over the paucity of their 
fuel allowance and conjectures that it will not 
see the season 

through. 

They aren’t using 
their heads. If they 
would study the 
principles of scien- 
tific operation, as 
outlined in adver- 
tising pamphlets 
and in the Hearth 
and Home maga- 
zines, they would 
see that there is no 
reason for the alert 
citizen to be con- 

cerned. We, for example; have made a study of 
the saving of domestic fuel. By adopting all 
the suggestions and devices we have encountered, 
we expect not only to get through the winter 
but to turn a neat profit, if only the temperature 
stays low enough. 
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FIRST, WE HAD our house insulated. That 


insures us a clear saving of 30 per cent, as the 
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man with whom we signed the contract proved 
by pulling papers from a fat and shiny black 
brief case. He said we might even save 50 per 
cent, but he didn’t want to go that far, for fear 
of getting our hopes up too high. 
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LATER, WE INSTALLED storm windows. The 
storm window man demonstrated by means of 
17 folders printed in red and black ink that the 
work would save us 30 per cent of our fuel. 
Storm doors accounted for an additional 10 per 
cent saving, and if you don’t believe it we can 
send the literature to prove it.

ASE B-213: Francis C. aged 43, is a Catholic priest and 
‘be educator. “Would you please send me two copies of your 
» medico-psychological bulletin ‘Sex Problems in Marriage’,” 
he recently wrote to me. “I am a constant reader of your 
column and find it both instructive and helpful in my class- 
work and duties as a Catholic priest.” So I forwarded not only 
the bulletins which he had requested, but added a dozen more 
that I usually send to progressive clergymen for use in their 
counseling with parishioners. The clergy of America are really 
the practicing psychologists in most communities, and many of 
them are better applied psychologists than our professors of 
this subject in the universities. A couple of weeks later, I re- 
ceived the following letter from this Oregon priest. 
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“THIS 2 A ‘THANK YOU’ note for the set of bulletins 
which you so generously mailed me last week,” he began. 
“These bulletins will be very helpful, especially the ones on 
‘Sex Problems in Marriage’ and ‘Sex Differences between Men 
and Women’. The matter treated, while quite frank, is handled 
with a reverence which is quite unusual even among authorities 
on marital relations. Your medical facts, moreover, are perti- 
nent and informative, In my experience as a priest it has been 
vividly impressed upon me that parents—mothers most likely— 
are woefully derelict in informing their daughters about sex 
relations. Tl.» consequences, especially in Catholic marriages 
where divorce is not permitted, are often tragic and heart- 
rending. My personal resolution has been that I would make 
suitable and judicious inquiries during final instructions for 
marriage, and if necessary give sufficient instructions to make 
the young couple at least conscious of their natural ignorance. 
I have a ‘holy’ horror, and the adjective is well chosen, of ig- 
morance about sex in marriage. Marriage is a difficult enough 
vocation without that extra handicap, Thank you again, Dr. 
Crane, for your bulletins and charts and for your personal 


letter.” 
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THE EDITORS AND clergymen are united in making 
scientific tests available to adult Americans. They are the 


chief teachers of our people after the age of 18 when the aver- 
age youngster quits school. For the subsequent 42 years of 
our average adult life span, the editors and clergy attempt to 
give us the facts and moral truths by which we can attain the 
more abundant life that Christ came to give us. Despite the 
faults that you may occasionally find with both the newspapers 
and the churches, just remember that they are almost alone in 
teaching adult America during its final 42 years of life! I have 
tried to co-operate with both journalism and the churches in 
this worthy cause of adult education. That doesn’t mean, how- 
ever, that I haven’t frequently pointed out flaws in both, but 
my criticisms have always been intended to help improve these 
great educational agencies.

The Battle Is the Pay- 


Off 


What a Man Thinks About as He Marches Forth to Battle

T was ,immediately apparent 
| tna: we were to march over 
neither. road nor trail but across 
country. 

Marching across country there 
meant marching on a hard surface 
so littered with small and medium 
pebbles and rocks that there was 
nowhere space between them to 
set a foot firmly on the solid 
ground, Moreover, the ground be- 
neath these rocks was not level 
but rising. As it rose, it seemed 


to weave and tilt from side to side, . 


so that sometimes we walked up 
a slope and sometimes along one 
side of a slope and sometimes 
along the other, 

Now, a little over half of the 
men in the Engineers column, like 
myself, carried only a rifle, ra- 
tions, grenades and assorted am- 
munition, but this equipment was 
not packed in a carrier which 
could be ignored. It was stuffed 
into the bosoms of our field jack- 
ets, bulged from the pockets, was 
draped around the waist and over 
the shoulders, It would have taken 
some doing to settle all this gear 
for a march on a level highway, 
yet each man for himself had to 
arrange his gear for walking while 
moving at a rapid scramble over 
impossible footing. 

The men in the other Engineer 
squads were, in addition, juggling 
35 to 45 pound-pieces of mortars, 
trying to balance them on their 
shoulders or get them snug under 
their arms or find any way they 
could be held except by sheer 
power of finger muscles, -‘Commu- 
nication was by passing back mes- 
sages whispered over shoulders. 
Captain Henry could do nothing 
but send back word that the men 
who were not carrying mortar 
parts should team up with men 
who were and that each should 
take turn and turnabout so that 
no one would have to juggle the 
mortars continuously. 

Meanwhile, I had my own spe- 
cial distraction, Not having had a 
dress rehearsal, I had not foreseen 
the flaws in my costume that were 
presently to develop. My pistol 
belt was too loose and, weighted 
down with the pistol, ammunition 
and full canteen, it began to ride 
on my hips, just where the mo- 
tion of my legs began, 
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HIS let the second belt, the 

one that had nothing but am- 

munition in it, inch down across 
my belly until it reached the bot- 
tom of the field jacket. As soon as 
it did so, all the truck that I had 
stuffed in the front of the field 
jacket began to jounce, jiggle, 
squeeze and wedge until first a 
can of ration and then a heavy 
grenade and then a stick of candy 
would come oozing out. This would 
then force me to hold the whole 
impending landslide in with one 
hand. Which in turn threw my 
shoulders out of line, whereupon 
the M-1 promptly kited around on 
its sling and banged me in the 
back of the helmet. 

I knew that I would never be 
able to regain my place if I 
stopped for even a few seconds to 
try to adjust affairs. All I could 
do, stumbling, too breathless even 
to curse, was to fish wildly in my 
breast with my one free hand and 
haul out items and try to stuff 
them in my already full pockets. 
And then laboriously work the top 
belt up to where it would hold to- 
gether the walking sack that I had 
become. And next get some kind 
of a hitch in the pistol belt. And, 
finally, get my rifle slung off one 
shoulder and across to the other, 
in the hope that it would ride still 
for a few more steps. Within a 
hundred and fifty yards I was 
panting, and I do not remember 
really ceasing to pant, and breath- 
ing simply and normally again, 
until well after the battle was 


- under way the next morning. 


When the world around me 
again became reality, the scene 
had changed completely. When I 
first got my head up and could 
look around, having so far seen 
only Captain Henry’s heels and the 
rocks that rolled from under them 
to roll in turn under mine, the 
landscape around us was as bare 
and desolate as it had been alive 
and peopled with men when we 
had begun. There were only the 
bare sides of the mountains now 
on both sides of us, 

The moon that had been bright 
on the plains and in the foothills 
had gone. The moon had not 
really gone, it was we who had 
moved so deep into the mountains 
that the moon had not yet risen 
to where it could shine on us. It 
was dark and still. Looking ahead, 
beyond the shiny barrel of Cap- 
tain Henry’s Italian machine gun, 
I could see only the last two or 
three of the retreating figures of

the company ahead, Behind, after 
a dozen or so men, there was 
nothing. 

I looked at my watch. It was 
a little after one. The pace was 
not as fast as it had been, and 
the way here was almost level. 
I noticed that the moonless sky 
was still clear and perceived that 
when the moon cleared the moun- 
tain tops and shone down on the 
valley it would be bright again. 
I thought, “an hour out. We must 
be about in back of the first 
Italian wire on the other side of 
the mountain to the right—just 
beyond the place I walked out to 
our mine fields.” 


I thought if I could only see men 
a few feet ahead, no enemy could 
gee them any farther—but if there 
were listening posts about, the 
sighing shuffle of hundreds of 
feet and the little clickings of the 
rocks would not be hard to pick 
up. I thought, “Good God, nobody 
can be surprised by this attack!” 


Only an hour ago I had stood on - 


just a slight rise of ground and 
the whole plain back there was 
peopled with live and moving 
shadows. The movement on that 
plain must have been visible for 
miles in the moonlight. 

I could no longer hear the 
throbbing of motors on the road 
back near Gafsa. We were down 
inside the mountains now. I 
thought: “Well, I could not hear 
the motors when we were at the 
mine field, close to the enemy lines, 
No, from there I would not be 
able to see the motion at the 
Ranger post either.” So there was 
a chance that the advance had not 
yet been observed. 

I also thought, what the hell do 
I know about these things, I have 
never been in a battle before and 
this is all book talk. This is talk 
in the mess hall at Camp Edwards 
about maneuvers. Sometimes we 
made big talk about what our 
outfit could do in action but we 
always knew it was just that. 
Well, here I was, marching along 
behind a real live enemy’s line. 
That wasn’t big talk or little talk 
or any talk at all, That wag just 
happening and it was happening 
the way it would happen and 
there was nothing I could do about 
it except tag along. We were all 
tagging along, after some battle 
plan that none of us then under- 
stood. 

I thought of the rifle that then 
rested a little easier on my 
shoulder, and how swell it felt 
after my good day on the range, 
the day when the first 11 shots 
were all bull’s-eyes and I would 
have gone on making bull’s-eyes 
if I had fot score fever and 


grown so tense that I had to take 
the rifle down from my shoulder, 
look around and blink my eyes 
and take long breaths and try to 
relax between shots. — 

I thought of Jonesy, who was 
an old soldier and my scorer, ly- 
ing there next to me on the firing 
line at the range, so excited by 
my score that he made me still 
more nervous, telling me, “Now 
all you have to do is keep calm.” 
And the lieutenant, who was the 
range officer, walking down the 
line towards me and saying, “Take 
your time, take your time.”

ND then my saying to myself, 
A “Well, it might as well be now,” 

and aiming and seeing the vi- 
bration of the barrel of my gun in 
the sights and knowing that I was 
now so tense that the trigger 
squeeze would have to get 
bullet in the target—knowing that 
I would have to catch the move- 
ment of the muzzle just as the 
sights came on the target and 
squeeze then before the tremble in 
my left arm had thrown the gun 
put of. line again. And then 
squeezing and seeing the target 
go down without either feeling 
the recoil of the gun or hearing 
the muzzle blast, I was so anxious 
about the target. And the target 
coming up and that second before 
the marker shows, and then the 
marker, round and white, over the 
black bull’s-eye, And I had put 
another in. 

And I remembered, at the end 
of that day, feeling wonderful. I 
felt that there was nothing as a 
soldier that I was afraid of be- 
cause I could shoot straight. It 
is a feeling so strong and satis- 
fying that it must come in the 
blood from days when men were 
hunters. 

And now walking in the dark 
with a rifle like that rifle on my 
shoulder, towards an enemy that 
was to be shot, I felt neither 
afraid nor unafraid. I could think 
back to that old feeling about a 
rifle but could not feel it again. 
It was only walking, walking, 
walking over loose rock on hard 
ground and it was purely specu- 
lation about how far away the 
enemy was, or where we were, or 
what would happen next. 

These idle thoughts and lots of 
others passed the time as ‘we 
marched. Later on, when the 
moon came out and it was very 
beautiful marching through the 
mountain, I stopped thinking any- 
thing at all and simply enjoyed 


the weongty.

™ NE of my readers writes— 

0 “Would it be possible for you 

to discuss the subject of the 
menopause and especially the very 
distressing symptoms of hot 
flashes?” She adds that she has 
practically been made an invalid 
by them. 

Women vary a great deal in 
their reaction to the menopause. 
Some have hardly any symptoms, 
no troublesome hot flashes, and 
others, as in the case of my cor- 
respondent, suffer torture from 
them. Some accept the condition 
philosophically and some regard 
the end of the reproductive period 
the beginning of the end of inti- 
mate companionship with the 
mate, as a tragedy of the deepest 
dye. 3 

Men are the same way. Some 
accept the onset of old age with 
equanimity, some wear themselves 
out fighting it. The motto for 
them is what Charles Lamb said 
to Coleridge—"“I accept ‘the uni- 
verse,” said Coleridge, with a sen- 
tentious sigh.

THE AGE AT WHICH the men- 
Opause comes on is given at 
slightly different periods by differ- 
ent observers. Norris and Sanes, 
in this country, give it at forty- 
seven and eight-teenths years and 
forty-seven and one-tenth years re- 
spectively. But enormous varia- 
tions occur, The Medical Women’s 
Federation report that of 1197 
subjects the menopause appeared 
in 8 per cent before the fortieth 
year, in 22 per cent during the 
ensuing five years, and in 64 per- 
cent between forty-five and fifty, 
and in less than 5 percent at 
fifty-five years or later. 

The hot flashes are absolutely 
characteristic of the menopause 
and appear in no other condition. 
It is easy to say that they are a 
sign of vaso-motor instability, but 
that does not explain very much. 
In my experience they do not occur 
any more often in women who 
have some elevation of blood pres- 
sure or hardening of the arteries 
than they do in anyone else,

WALDEYER DESCRIBED a 
number of cases of women who 
had children after the menopause 
was over, but he was not the first 
(see Genesis XVIII, 10-14, XXI, 
2-7). 

As to treatment, again there are 
great variations. There is no use 
treating a woman who is not suf- 
fering or even uncomfortable. 
When the hot flashes become really 
unbearable the use of an ovarian 
extract, estrogen, is usually very 
helpful. It can be given daily by 
mouth, but it probably is more ef- 
fective given hypodermically. It 
often gives relief in a general way 
from the constitutional and emo- 
tional symptoms, even if hot 
flashes are not troublesome, 

The general treatment is appli- 
cable to all cases, The psychologi- 
cal environment should be cheerful 
and hopeful. The subject should be 
encouraged to take plenty of exer- 
cise: preferably out of doors, get a 
long night’s rest, keep up the nu- 
trition by wholesome meals. Hot 
baths or cold showers may be em- 
ployed with advantage.

ERHAPS it doesn’t make 
P sense for skirts to be 60 nar- 

row there is scarcely space for 
wartime striding while extra fabric 
ia put into flowing drapery but 
that combination is the fashion 
news of the moment. Not only in 
dress-up clothes but in the more 
casual variety, this vogue of drap- 
ery is creeping in and 8t.

The introduction of drapery is 
one way of breaking that ultra- 
narrow line that gives a woman a 
slithering lpok from her head to 
her toes.

NEW YORK CITY, Monday. 

NE of the newspaper girls 
Qjrnc went with me last Friday 

afternoon to look at the hous 
ing conditions in Washington, 
asked me what the object was of 
my looking into the situation. Per- 
haps many of my readers may 
have the same question in mind. 

I would like to say here that, 
in general, I consider housing ba- 
sic to the well being of any com- 
munity. Health, juvenile delin- 
quency, adult crime, all these have 
their roots in bad housing condi- 
tions. Housing is no new interest 
of mine in the District of Columbia. 

When I lived here 25 years ago, 
Mrs. Archibald Hopkins interested 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson in the con- 
dition of Washington alleys. The 
Senators of that day were aroused 
to their first action by the sight 
of their senatorial laundry blow- 
ing in the wind of one of these 
typical alley backyards. 

Mrs. Hopkins was atill alive 
when I came back,to Washington 
in 1933, and one of the first things 
I did was to visit some of these 
alleys with her. Through the alley 
dwelling authority, considerable 
constructive work has been done 
to eliminate bad places and to in- 
crease decent housing, but it has 
never gone fast enough and there 
have always been bad spots in the 
nation’s capital, 

The war has aggravated this 
condition. To do everything about 
it will require not only the interest 
of the commissioners of the local 
district agencies, but the full co- 
operation of Congress, which is 
fundamentally responsible for the 
Government in the District of Co- 
lumbia. However, even the Con- 
gress, without an understanding 
on the part of the people who live 
in the district, will probably not 
achieve rapid enough results. 

The war has created situations 
which are dangerous to health and 
moral standards. We must know 
about these conditions if we are 
to remedy them, : Therefore, I have 
decided to see with my own eyes 
just what they are and from time 
to time I shall tell you about them. 

These conditions exist in the 
capital of the United States, and

On Counting 
Strength of 
Other Hands

T used to be that “counting out 

the opponents’ hands” was « 

process known only to experts, 
but nowadays any player of rea- 
sonable experience makes at least 
an effort in the right direction. 
If he fails it is probably because 
he has not yet learned all the devi- 
ous ways of making the defenders 
reveal their exact distribution. 
Consider this outstanding case. 


South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 


Bouth used the Blackwood con- 
vention in an effort to reach a safe 
grand siam, but North did not 
have sufficient values for that call 
and, responding to the five no 
trump, could do no better than 
announce two kings. 


West led the spade seven, East 
played the king, and declarer won. 
Declarer now proceeded to cash 
every trick in clubs, hearts, and 
spades, carefully observing that 
Kast followed suit to two rounds 
of hearts and of clubs, and that 
West had started with only one 
spade, All this marked East with 
an original distribution of exactly 
seven spades and two cl. bs, but, 
unfortunately, declarer could not 
know whether East's other four 
cards had been two heart~ and two 
diamonds, or three hearts and one 
diamond. On the theory that the 
diamond queen was probably in 
East’s hand because of his bid, 
and also on the somewhat esoteric 
“principle” that the “queen usually. 
lies over the jack,” declarer cashed 
the diamond ace and when the 
nine fell from East, led to the 
king, thus passing up the finesse. 
Result, down one! 


If South had taken one small 
precaution he would have obtained 
an exact count on East's entire 
holding. That precaution was to 
lead the heart deuce and surren- 
der a trick while retaining con- 
trol of all suits. Later, declarer 
could cash all his high cards. East 
would show seven spades, two 
clubs and three hearts, hence de- 
clarer would know that he had 
started with only one diamond!
